On Monday, June 26, 2023, Councilmember Anita Bonds will hold a public roundtable to discuss 

the Board of Elections. The roundtable will be held on Monday, June 26, 2023, at 10:30 a.m. in-

person and virtually via Zoom. 

 

The objective of this roundtable is to determine the current readiness of the Board of Elections for 

the 2024 election. This roundtable will particularly focus on the vote processing center to be used 

for the election, as well as planning for early and mail-in voting, ballot drop boxes, voter 

registration, and eligible voter outreach. 

 

Persons who wish to testify are requested to either email the Committee at ceal@dccouncil.gov  or 

telephone the Committee at (202) 724-8198, at least two business days before the hearing and 

provide their name, address, telephone number, email address, organizational affiliation, and title. 

Each witness will receive an individual Zoom invitation for the hearing in a separate e-mail. 

Witnesses are encouraged to submit an electronic version of their testimony to 

ceal@dccouncil.gov. Oral testimony will be limited to 5 minutes for those testifying on behalf of 

an organization and 3 minutes for those testifying on behalf of themselves.
